plowing, they were fpinning, and drefling their Weapons, 


- and Cloaths, doing many other things more proper for Wo- 


men than Men. In the Days ofthe Iugas there was a Royal 
high Way, made by Hand, and the Labour of Men, 
which began at this City, and reach’d to that of Cuzco; 
whence another as great and Magnificent was carry’d on 
as far ag the Province of Chile, which is above 1200 Leagues 


- from the City of Quito. On which Roads at every three 


or four Leagues there were ftately Palaces of great Men, 
ricMiy furnifh’d. This Road may be compar’d to .the 
Way made by the Romazs, which in Spain we call, Camine de 


la Plata, or the Silver Road. —

W Have already, in fome Parts of this Book, given Hints 
fh of the mighty Power of the Jngas, of their great Valout, 
and how . throughout their’ Dominons, extending above 
i209 Leagues along the Coat, they had their Deputies, 
and Governours, and. great Apartments, and Storé houfes 
fornifh’d with all, Neceflaries for their Armies. In‘ fome 
of them they kept Spears, in feveral Darts, in others 
Oxotas, which as has been faid were inftead of Shoes, and o- 
ther Sorts of Weapons us’d by them in otliers. So fome con- 
tain’d coftly Garments, others courfer, and others Provifions 
of all Sorts. Thus when the Sovereign was in his Apartment, 
and the Men Quarter’d, there wanted nothing that Was pro- . 
per for them, from the pooreft to the moft Valuable thing. 
Being thus fupply’d, if the Men happen’d to commit .any 
Diforders, or Robberies in the Neig bouring Country, they 
were immediatly punifh’d, with the utmoft Severity ; the 
Ingas being fo rigorous in this particular, that they did 
not {pare their.own. Sons. And notwithftanding there 
were fuch Numbers of thofe Store honfes, that the King- 
dom feem’d to be fullofthem, yet at every ten or twenty 
Leagues, fometimes more, and fometimes lefs, they had 
in moft Provinces ftately Palaces for the Kings, with a 
Temple of the Sun, ferv’d by Priefts; and the Virgin Afg- 
maconas already mention’d, and greater ‘Magazines than 
the Common Sort, where: the’ Inga’s Governour, and Com-=- 
mander in Chief refided, with the A@itimaes, and other 
Attendants.
